CORN-BORER   QUARANTINE   REVISED   TO   INCLUDE   NEWLY   INFESTED   AREAS 

[Press  notice] 

December  31,  1927. 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  Jardine  has  announced  a  revision  of  the  European 
corn-borer  quarantine,  effective  January  1,  1928,  which  makes  extensive  addi- 
tions to  the  areas  regulated  on  account  of  this  pest.     The  newly  quarantined 
territory,  in  which  infestations  were  discovered  during  the  summer  and  fall  of 
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this  year,  consists  of  781  townships  in  Vermont,  western  Massachusetts,  New 
York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Michigan. 

The  corn  borer  is  now  known  to  exist  in  13  States,  namely,  Massachusetts, 
New  Hampshire,  Maine,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Indiana. 

The  borer  has  moved  south  in  Ohio  until  more  than  half  of  the  State  is 
infested.  The  front  line  of  advance  now  describes  a  semicircle  through  the 
State  from  Mercer  County  on  the  west  to  Belmont  County  on  the  east,  going 
us  far  south  as  Pickaway  County. 

In  Indiana  the  infested  area  has  practically  trebled  in  the  last  year  but  is 
still  confined  to  the  northeastern  corner  of  the  State,  the  line  extending  diag- 
onally to  take  in  parts  of  St.  Joseph,  Marshall,  Wabash,  and  Jay  Counties. 

The  quarantined  area  in  Michigan  includes  parts  of  St.  Joseph,  Midland,  and 
Kalamazoo  Counties,  all  of  Barry,  Eaton,  Clinton,  and  Saginaw  Counties,  and 
all  the  territory  east  of  these  counties,  as  well  as  parts  of  all  other  counties 
bordering  on  Lake  Huron. 

In  Pennsylvania  the  regulated  area  includes  the  entire  northwestern  part  of 
the  State  as  set  off  by  a  diagonal  line  extending  roughly  from  the  southwest 
corner  to  the  northeast  corner.  The  newly  quarantined  area  consists  of  parts 
of  Greene,  Somerset,  Bedford,  Huntingdon,  Montour,  Northumberland,  Fayette, 
Columbia,  and  all  of  Union,  Lackawanna,  Luzerne,  and  Wyoming  Counties. 

In  New  York,  the  county  of  Suffolk,  and  parts  of  Delaware  and  Ulster  Coun- 
ties were  added,  making  practically  the  entire  State  under  regulation.  Addi- 
tional townships  in  Bennington  County,  Vt.,  are  now  brought  under  quarantine 
and  part  of  Berkshire  County  in  western  Massachusetts  has  been  added.  One 
township  in  Middlesex  County,  N.  J.,  is  now  included  in  the  regulated  area. 

The  products  affected  by  the  revision  are  corn,  broomcorn,  sorghum,  and 
Sudan  grass.  Inspection  and  certification  are  required  for  the  interstate  move- 
ment of  clean  shelled  corn  and  clean  seed  of  broomcorn  to  uninfested  districts. 
The  shipment  of  cornstalks  and  ears  to  uninfested  territory  is  prohibited.  The 
quarantine  regulations  are  also  rearranged  in  this  revised  edition,  which  con- 
stitutes the  sixth  revision  of  quarantine  No.  43,  but  no  material  change  is  made 
in  the  requirements  for  interstate  movement.

315).  as 
amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4.  1917  (39  Stat.  1134,  1165), 
has,  by  quarantine  notice  No.  43  (sixth  revision),  effective  on  and  after  Janu- 
ary 1,  1928,  quarantined  the  States  of  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Maine, 
Vermont,  Rhode  Island.  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  and  West  Virginia,  as  infested  with  the  European  corn 
borer,  and  has  ordered  that  the  interstate  movement  of  (1)  corn  and  broom- 
corn (including  all  parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums.  Sudan  grass,  celery,  green 
beans  in  the  pod,  beets  with  tops,  rhubarb,  oat  and  rye  straw  as  such  or  when 
used  as  packing,  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  chrysanthemum,  aster,  cosmos, 
zinnia,  hollyhock,  and  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  gladiolus  and  dahlia, 
except  the  bulbs  thereof  without  stems,  from  regulated  areas  in  Massachusetts 
(eastern  section),  New  Hampshire.  Maine,  Connecticut,  and  Rhode  Island;  and 
(2)  corn  and  broomcorn  (including  all  parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums,  and 
Sudan  grass  from  regulated  areas  in  Vermont,  Massachusetts  (western  section). 
New  York.  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania.  Ohio.  Michigan,  Indiana,  and  West  Vir- 
ginia, to  any  point  not  located  in  said  quarantined  areas  shall  be  made  only 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  in  said  notice  of  quar- 
antine No.  43  (sixth  revision)  and  amendments  which  may  hereafter  be  made 
thereto.

QUARANTINE  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  EUROPEAN  CORN  BORER 

REVISED 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

This  revision  of  the  European  corn  borer  quarantine  and  regulations  is  neces- 
sitated by  the  spread  of  the  borer  during  the  past  year.  One  hundred  and 
fifty-five  townships  in  IVIichigan,  104  townships  in  Indiana,  276  townships  in 
Ohio,  217  townships  in  Pennsylvania,  11  townships  in  New  Yorli,  1  township 
in  New  Jersey,  3  townships  in  Vermont,  15  townships  in  IVIassachusetts,  8  town- 
ships in  Rhode  Island,  and  4  townships  in  Maine,  a  total  of  794  townships,  are 
now  added  to  the  regulated  area. 

Advantage  is  taken  of  this  opportunity  to  incorporate  an  amendment  of 
regulations  4  and  5,  which  was  issued  subsequent  to  the  fifth  revision,  and  also 
to  rearrange  the  subject  matter.  No  material  change,  however,  is  being  made 
in  the  requirements  governing  interstate  movement.

NOTICE  OF  QUARANTINE  NO.  43    (SIXTH  REVISION) 

[Effective  on  and  after  January  1,   1928.     Amends  and  supersedes   Quarantine  No.   43, 
fifth  revision,  as  amended] 

I,  W.  M.  Jardine,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  quarantine  the  States  of  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Maine,  Rhode 
Island,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  West 
Virginia,  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Indiana,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  European 
corn  borer  (Pyrausta  nuMlalis  Hubn.),  a  dangerous  insect  new  to  and  not 
heretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within,  and  throughout  the  United 
States. 

Now,  therefore,  under  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of  the  plant  quarantine 
act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  4,  1917  (39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  and  having  duly  given  the  public 
bearing  required  thereby,  I  do  quarantine  the  said  States  ^  of  Massachusetts, 
New  Hampshire,  Maine,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Indiana,  effective 
on  and  after  January  1,  1928.  Hereafter,  under  the  authority  of  said  act  of 
August  20,  1912,  amended  as  aforesaid,  corn^  and  broomcorn  (including  all 
parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums,  Sudan  grass,  celery,  green  beans  in  the 
pod,  beets  with  tops,  rhubarb,  oat  and  rye  straw  as  such  or  when  used  as 
packing,  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  chrysanthemum,  aster,  cosmos,  zinnia, 
hollyhock,  and  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  gladiolus  and  dahlia,  except  the 
bulbs  thereof  without  stems,  shall  not  be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a 
common  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier, 
or  carried,  transported,  moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  the  said  States 

^  Important :  Shippers  should  note  from  regulation  5  that  restrictions  on  the  movement 
of  corn,  broomcorn,  sorghums,  and  Sudan  grass  apply  throughout  the  regulated  areas,  but 
that  certification  of  the  other  products  named  in  the  notice  of  quarantine  is  required  only 
when  they  are  to  be  moved  from  the  regulated  areas  of  Massachusetts  (eastern  section), 
New  Hampshire,  Maine,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  and  from  Fishers  Island  in  Suffolk 
County,  N.  Y.  This  is  in  accord  with  the  regulations  heretofore  in  force  under  Notice  of 
Quarantine  No.  43. 
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into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States, 
in  manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the 
rules  and  regulations  hereinafter  made  and  amendments  thereto:  Provided, 
That  the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supple- 
mental thereto  may  be  limited  to  the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  now,  or 
which  may  be  hereafter,  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated 
areas  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  enforcement  of 
the  aforesa'd  rules  and  regulations  as  to  such  regulated  areas  shall  be  adequate 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  European  corn  borer:  Provided  further,  That  such 
limitation  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  said  State  providing  for  and  enforcing 
such  control  measures  with  respect  to  such  regulated  areas  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  European  corn  borer  therefrom  to  other  parts  of  the  State,

QUARANTINE  NO.   43.     (SIXTH   REVISION) 

Regulation  1.  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Corn  borer:  The  insect  known  as  the  European  corn  borer  {Pyrausta 
nuhilalis  Hubn.). 

( & )  Quarantined  area  :  Any  State  quarantined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
upon  determination  by  him  that  the  corn  borer  exists  therein. 

(c)  Regulated  area  :  Any  area  in  a  quarantined  State  which  is  now  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  designated  as  such  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in 
accordance  with  the  provisos  to  notice  of  quarantine  Xo.  43  (sixth  revision). 

(d)  Inspector:  An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Regulation  2.      Limitation  of  restrictions  to  regulated  areas. 

Conditioned  upon  the  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  State  concerned  with 
the  second  proviso  in  notice  of  quarantine  No.  43  (sixth  revision),  the  restric- 
tions provided  in  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  plants 
and  plant  products  enumerated  in  said  notice  of  quarantine  will  be  limited  to 
such  products  originating  in  or  moving  from  the  areas  in  such  States  now  or 
hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas. 

Regulation  3.  Regulated  areas. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  notice  of  quarantine  Xo.  43  (sixth 
revision),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  areas  for  the 
purpose  of  these  regulations,  the  States,  counties,  townships,  towns,  and  cities 
listed  below,  including  any  cities,  towns,  boroughs,  or  other  political  subdivisions 
included  within  their  limits :

Turkey  Creek,  Tan  Buren,  Washington,  and 
Wayne,  in  Kosciusko  County;  Bourbon  and  German,  in  Marshall  County;  Jack- 
son, in  Randolph  County;  Clay,  German,  Harris,  Madison,  Penn,  and  Portage,  in 
St.  Joseph  County;  Chester,  Noble.  LagTO,  Paw  Paw.  and  Pleasant,  in  Wadash 
County;  Harrison,  Jefferson,  Lancaster,  Liberty,  Nottingham,  Rock  Creek,  and 
Union,  in  Wells  County. 

Regulation  4.  Extension  or  reduction  of  regulated  areas. 

The  regulated  areas  designated  in  regulation  3  may  be  extended  or  reduced 
as  may  be  found  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Due  notice  of 
any  extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  affected  thereby  will  be  given  in 
writing  to  the  transportation  companies  doing  business  in  or  through  the  States 
in  which  such  areas  are  located,  and  by  publication  in  newspapers  selected  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  within  the  States  in  which  the  areas  affected  are 
located. 

Regulation  5.   Control  of  the  movement  of  restricted  plants  and  plant  products. 

The  articles  enumerated  in  notice  of  quarantine  No.  43  (sixth  revision)  shall 
not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  any  point  in  the  regulated 
areas  into  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof,  nor  from  the  two-generation 
area  to  the  one-generation  area  (as  designated  in  regulation  3),  nor  from  the 
one-generation  area  to  the  two-generation  area,  unless  a  certificate  or  a  permit 
shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the"  L'nited  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
except  as  follows : 

(a)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstat,e  movement  of  celery,  green 
beans  in  the  pod,  beets  with  tops,  rhubarb,  oat  and  rye  straw  as  such  or  when 
used  as  packing,  cut  flowers  and  entire  plants  of  chrysanthemum,  aster,  cosmos, 
zinnia,  hollyhock,  gladiolus  and  dahlia,  moved  from  the  regulated  areas  of 
Massachusetts  (western  section),  Vermont,  New  York  (except  Fishers  Island),* 
New  Jersey,-  Pennsylvania,^  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Indiana.  Re- 
strictions on  the  movement  of  the  plants  named  in  this  paragraph  relate  only  to 
the  regulated  areas  of  Massachusetts  (eastern  section).  New  Hampshire,  Maine, 
Rhode  Island,  and  Connecticut,  and  to  Fishers  Island  in  Suffolk  County,  New 
York. 

(T))  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  celery,  green 
beans  in  the  pod,  beets  with  tops,  rhubarb,  and  oat  and  rye  straw  as  such  or 
when  used  as  packing,  moved  between  the  dates  of  January  1  and  May  31, 
inclusive. 

(c)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  bulbs  and  roots 
of  dahlias  and  gladioli  without  stems. 

(d)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  any  of  the 
articles  enumerated  when  they  shall  have  been  manufactured,  processed.  ^  or 
treated  in  such  a  manner  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  no  infestation 
could  be  transmitted. 

2  Certain  parts  of  tlie  corn-borer  regulated  areas  of  New  York.  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsyl- 
vania are  also  within  tiie  areas  regulated  on  account  of  tlie  Japanese  beetle  in  notice  ol 
quarantine  No.  48.  Those  desiring  to  ship  horticultural  and  agricultural  products  from 
these  regions  should  consult  that  quarantine  for  details. 
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(e)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  any  of  the  arti- 
cles enumerated  moved  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a  regulated 
area  when  such  movement  is  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

if)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  articles 
enumerated  between  points  within  the  same  regulated  area,  provided  such  arti- 
cles do  not  pass  through  any  point  outside  the  regulated  area  in  which  they 
originated. 

The  restrictions  on  the  movement  of  corn  and  broomcorn  (including  all  parts 
'of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums  and  Sudan  grass,  shall  apply  throughout  the  year 
and  shall  relate  to  interstate  movement  from  each  area  designated  as  regulated 
into  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof.  No  cornstalks,  ears,  or  other  parts 
or  debris  of  corn  or  broomcorn  plants  originating  within  a  regulated  area  (ex- 
cept certified  clean  shelled  corn  and  certified  clean  seed  of  broomcorn)  shall  be 
moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  such  area,  and  no  certificates  will 
be  issued  authorizing  such  movement. 

Regulation  6.   Conditions  groverning  the  issuance  of  certificates  and  permits. 

{a)  Applications;  assemMing  articles  for  inspection. — ^Persons  intending  to 
move  or  nllow  to  be  moved  interstate  plants  and  plant  products  for  which 
certificates  or  permits  are  required  by  these  regulations  will  make  application 
therefor  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  the  probable  date  of  shipment.  Appli- 
cations should  show  the  nature  and  quantity  of  the  plants  or  plant  products 
which  it  is  proposed  to  move,  together  with  their  exact  location  and,  if  practi- 
cable, the  contemplated  date  of  shipment.  Applicants  for  inspection  will  be 
required  to  assemble  the  articles  to  be  inspected  and  so  to  place  them  that  they 
can  be  readily  examined.  If  not  so  placed,  inspection  may  be  refused.  All 
charges  for  storage,  cartage,  and  labor  incident  to  inspection  other  than  the 
services  of  inspectors  shall  be  paid  by  the  shipper. 

(&)  Individual  packages  or  car  lots. — Certificates  of  inspection  authorizing 
the  interstate  movement  of  individual  packages  or  car  lots  of  the  articles  enu- 
merated in  notice  of  quarantine  No.  43  (sixth  revision)  may  be  issued  under 
either  of  the  following  conditions:  (1)  When  the  articles  to  be  so  moved  have 
actually  been  inspected  and  found  free  from  infestation  with  the  corn  borer ; 
(2)  when  the  articles  have  been  disinfected  or  treated  under  the  supervision 
of  an  inspector  in  such  a  manner  as  to  eliminate  all  risk  of  transmitting 
infestation. 

(c)  Uninfested  preinlses. — Certificates  of  inspection  good  for  a  period  of  30 
days  from  the  date  of  inspection,  authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  the 
articles  enumerated,  may  be  issued  when  the  articles  to  be  so  moved  have  been 
grown  on  individual  premises  or  in  districts  within  a  regulated  area  which 
have  been  determined  by  an  inspector  to  be  free  from  corn-borer  infestation  and 
to  be  maintained  in  such  a  condition  of  freedom  from  weeds  and  other  extrane- 
ous vegetation  as  to  prevent  possibility  of  the  appearance  of  tlie  corn  borer 
through  such  agencies. 

{d)  Dealers  in  slielled  corn. — Certificates  may  be  issued  any  dealer  in  shelled 
corn,  good  for  not  to  exceed  30  days  from  the  date  of  inspection  of  his  premises, 
in  accordance  with  the  following  conditions:  (1)  That  it  shall  be  determined 
by  competent  inspection  that  said  dealer  maintains  equipment  adequate  to  clean 
shelled  corn  so  as  to  eliminate  cobs  and  d§bris  capable  of  carrying  the  corn 
borer,  that  he  operates  said  equipment  under  competent  direction,  and  that 
he  moves  or  allows  to  be  moved  interstate  to  points  outside  the  regulated 
area  only  such  com  as  has  been  shelled  and  so  cleaned;  (2)  that  said  dealer 
shall  file  with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  a  signed  agreement 
that  no  corn  will  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  by  him  or  under  his  certificate 
interstate  to  points  outside  the  regulated  area  unless  and  until  such  corn  has 
been  shelled  and  has  been  cleaned  as  herein  required.  Outstanding  certificates 
may  be  withdrawn  and  further  certification  refused  to  any  dealer  who  violates 
the  said  agreement  or  any  of  these  rules  and  regulations. 

(e)  Articles  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas. — ^Articles  of  which  the 
interstate  movement  is  restricted  by  these  regulations  which  originate  outside 
the  regulated  areas  may  be  shipped  interstate  from  points  within  the  regulated 
areas  to  points  outside  such  areas  under  permit.  Permits  will  be  issued  only 
for  plants  and  ^lant  products  which  are  not  infested  with  the  corn  borer,  and 
transportation  companies  shall  not  accept  or  move  interstate  from  within  the 
regulated  areas  such  plants  and  plant  products  originating  outside  such  areas 
unless  each  shipment  is  accompanied  by  a  permit  issued  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 
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Eegrulation  7.  Marking  requirements. 

{a)  Every  car,  box,  bale,  or  other  container  of  articles  for  wbich  certificates 
or  permits  are  reciuired  by  tliese  reflations  shall  be  plainly  marked  with 
the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signee, and  shall  bear  the  proper  certificate  or  permit  issued  in  compliance  with 
regulation  6  hereof. 

(&)  The  certificates  or  permits  in  the  case  of  carload  and  other  bulk  ship- 
ments shall  accompany  the  waybills,  conductors'  manifests,  memoranda,  or  bills 
of  lading  pertaining  to  such  shipments. 

Regulation    8.   Thorough   cleaning   required   of   cars,   boats,    and   other   vehicles   before    moving 
interstate. 

Cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  transporting  within 
the  regulated  areas  plant  products  covered  by  these  regulations  or  any  other 
articles  which  may  hereafter  be  made  subject  thereto  shall  not  be  moved  or 
allowed  to  move  interstate  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  thoroughly  swept 
out  and  cleaned  by  the  carrier  at  the  point  of  unloading  or  destination  of  all 
litter  and  rubbish  from  such  regulated  articles.  No  litter,  rubbish,  or  refuse 
from  any  such  plants  and  plant  products  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  move 
interstate. 

Regulation  9.   Provisicn  for  inspection  of  restricted  plants  and  plant  products  in  transit. 

Any  car,  box,  bale,  or  other  container  of  plants  or  plant  products  moved  or 
offered  for  movement  interstate,  which  contains  or  may  contain  plants  or 
plant  products  the  movement  of  which  is  prohibited  or  restricted  by  this 
quarantine  and  these  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  duly  author- 
ized inspectors  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  at  place  of 
shipment  or  destination  or  at  any  point  en  route. 

Regulation  10.  Penalties  for  violation  of  these  rules  and  regulations. 

Permits  and  certificates  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
as  a  condition  of  interstate  movement  of  plants  or  plant  products  restricted  by 
these  rules  and  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  and  further  permits  and  certifi- 
cation may  be  refused  to  any  shipper  who  violates  any  of  said  rules  and 
regulations. 

Regulation  11.  Shipments  by  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Plants  and  plant  products  the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  restricted  by 
these  rules  and  regulations  may  be  moved  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  when  intended  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes,  on  such 
conditions,  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Federal 
Horticultural  Board. 

These  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  January  1,  1928, 
and  shall  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  February  15,  1927.

APPENDIX 

PENALTIES 


The  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  provides  that 
no  person  shall  ship  or  offer  for  shipment  to  any  common  carrier,  nor  shall 
any  common  carrier  receive  for  transportation  or  transport,  nor  shall  any 
person  carry  or  transport  from  any  quarantined  State  or  Territory  or  District 
of  the  United  States,  or  from  any  quarantined  portion  thereof,  into  or  through 
any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District,  any  class  of  nursery  stock  or  any 
other  class  of  plants,  fruits,  vegetables,  roots,  bulbs,  seeds,  *  *  *  or  any 
other  article  *  *  *  specified  in  the  notice  of  quarantine  *  *  *  in 
manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture.  It  also  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  alter,  deface,  or 
destroy  any  certificate  provided  for  in  this  act  or  in  the  regulations  of  the 
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Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500  or  by  impris- 
onment not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court.

New 
Hampshire,  Maine,  Connecticut,  and  Rhode  Island  ;  and  of  corn  and  broomcorn 
(including  all  parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums  and  Sudan  grass  from  the 
regulated  areas  of  Vermont,  Massachusetts  (western  section),  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  and  West  Virginia.  Copies  of 
said  revised  quarantine  and  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto  may 
be  obtained  from  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board,  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.  C.

TREATMENT    OF    CHESTNUTS    IN    ITALY    PRIOR    TO    SHIPMENT    TO    THE    UNITED 

STATES 

October  6,  1927. 
HB-208. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  HB-205  (May  31,  1927),  Conditions  Governing 
the  Entry  of  Chestnuts,  Walnuts,  Filberts,  Cobnuts,  and  Acorns  from  Europe 
during  the  shipping  season  1927-28,  the  Royal  Italian  Embassy  has  arranged 
with  the  Italian  Department  of  Agriculture  to  treat  or  supervise  the  treat- 
ment of  all  shipments  of  chestnuts  from  that  country  prior  to  forwarding  them 
to  the  United  States.  As  evidence  of  such  treatment,  a  certificate  signed  by 
one  of  the  following  will  accompany  the  invoice:  Filippo  Silvestri,  for  ship- 
ments from  southern  Italy;  Lionello  Petri,  for  shipments  from  central  Italy; 
and  Piero  Voglino,  for  shipments  from  northern  Italy.  This  certificate  will 
furnish  the  names  of  the  consignor  and  the  consignee,  the  district  or  locality 
where  the  chestnuts  are  grown,  the  date  and  type  of  treatment  given,  and  a 
statement  that  the  chestnuts  are  believed  to  be  free  from  living  injurious 
insects. 

It  is  hoped  that  such  treatment  will  give  an  eflacient  killing  of  the  so-called 
European  codling  moth  and  chestnut  weevils,  insects  which  were  noted  in 
Italian  chestnuts  during  the  past  shipping  season.  If,  however,  shipments  are 
found  to  contain  living  insects,  the  condition  of  the  shipment,  in  each  case, 
will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Royal  Italian  Embassy  before  action 
is  taken.

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DISPOSITION  OF  SHIPMENTS  OF  CHESTNUTS  FOUND  TO  BE  INFESTED  WITH 
LASPEYRESIA  SPLENDANA  OR  BALANINUS  SPP.  OR  BOTH 

OcTOBEE  28,  1927. 

Chestnuts  which  do  not  meet  sanitary  standards  with  respect  to  infestation 
by  Laspeyresia  splendatia  or  Balanlniis  spp.,  or  both,  unless  treated  or  processed 
as  hereinafter  indicated,  will  be  refused  entry  and  will  be  required  to  be  either 
promptly  destroyed  under  the  superrision  of  an  inspector  of  the  department 
or  removed  forthwith  from  the  port  and  territorial  waters  of  the  United  States. 
In  case  of  any  delay  in  such  removal,  the  inspector  is  authorized  to  require 
the  removal  of  the  shipment  from  the  docks  to  a  bonded  cold-storage  ware- 
house to  prevent  further  escape  of  the  pests. 

If  the  importer  intends  to  provide  for  the  entry  of  such  infested  shipments 
under  the  provision  for  treatment  or  processing,  he  shall  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment, in  writing,  with  the  chief  inspector  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board 
at  the  port  of  first  arrival  to  conduct  such  work  under  the  supervision  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  an  inspector  of  said  board,  and  with  the  assumption  of 
all  costs  other  than  services  of  the  inspector  and  full  responsibility  for  any 
injury  which  may  be  occasioned  as  a  result  of  the  treatment,  handling,  or  hold- 
ing in  storage.     The  authorized  treatment  or  processing  is  as  follows: 

Teeatment 

The  authorized  treatment  is  the  one  evidently  intended  to  have  been  given 
in  Italy,  as  indicated  on  certain  of  the  certificates,  namely,  heating  in  water, 
bringing  the  water  surrounding  the  nuts  to  a  temperature  of  122°  F.  and  main- 
taining it  at  that  temperature  for  45  minutes.  Nuts  will  be  released  under 
customs  bond  for  such  treatment.  Infested  shipments  being  held  for  such  treat- 
ment must  be  transferred  from  the  docks  to  a  bonded  cold-storage  warehouse 
within  the  period  set  by  the  chief  inspector  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board.

Infested  shipments  will  be  released  for  processing  and  utilization  in  manu- 
facture within  the  confines  of  port  of  first  arrival,  conditioned  on  the  method 
of  utilization  involving  such  cooking  or  heating  as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
inspector,  destroy  any  contained  insect  life,  and  conditioned  further  on  the 
securing  of  an  agreement  in  writing  with  the  manufacturer  to  so  handle  and 
safeguard  the  nuts  pending  utilization  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  the 
escape  of  the  insects.

FRUIT-FLY  INVESTIGATION  AND  AMERICA'S   QUARANTINE   UPON   SPANISH 
AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 

[Press  notice  issued  by  State  Department,  December  12,  1927] 

Last  summer  at  the  request  of  the  Spanish  Government,  this  Government 
sent  Max  Kisliuk,  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board,  to  Spain  to  investigate 
the  extent  of  the  infestation  of  the  fruit-growng  areas  in  Spain  by  the  Medi- 
terranean fruit  fly  which  was  the  cause  for  the  quarantine  measures  adopted 
against  the  importation  of  Spanish  grapes,  oranges,  and  tomatoes.  Doctor 
Kisliuk  has  now  returned  and  after  considering  his  report,  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  Department  of  State, 
under  date  of  December  3,  outlining  in  comprehensive  fashion  the  situation 
as  regards  restrictions  upon  the  importation  of  agricultural  and  fruit  products 
from  Spain: 

You  are  advised  that,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Spanish  Embassy,  'Max 
Kisliuk,  jr.,  an  inspector  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  of  this  department,  was 
authorized  to  make  a  resurvey  of  the  fruit-fly  situation  as  affecting  the  Malaga  or  green 
export  grape  produced  in  the  Province  of  Almeria.  This  survey,  now  completed,  was  made 
in  cooperation  with  the  Spanish  officials  and  inspectors  throughout. 

The  result  of  the  survey  fully  determines  that  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  still  exists 
throughout  the  grape  districts  of  Almeria,  including  the  special  districts  where  more  or 
less  intensive  clean-up  operations  were  undertaken.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the 
action  of  this  department  in  excluding  such  grapes  from  the  American  market  is  justified, 
and  can  not  be  modified  without  the  assumption  of  serious  risk  of  introducing  this  fruit 
fly  into  the  United  States. 
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The  department  believes  that  the  cooperation  referred  to,  of  Spanish  officials  in  the 
survey,  has  made  it  clear  to  such  officials  that  the  restriction  enforced  by  this  department 
re  grapes  has  a  definite  basis  in  pest  risk. 

Incidental  to  this  investigation  of  the  grape  situation,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Spanish 
authorities,  Mr.  Kisliuk  was  authorized  to  make  an  investigation  of  the  tomato  industry 
of  the  Canary  Islands,  with  the  object  of  determining  whether  there  was  any  risk  from 
fruit  fly  or  other  pests  from  the  importation  of  such  tomatoes  into  the  United  States.  In 
explanation,  it  may  be  stated  that  there  is  no  restriction  on  the  entry  of  tomatoes  from 
Spain  or  any  of  its  possessions  other  than  the  requirement  of  the  presentation  of  evidence 
satisfactory  to  this  department  that  such  tomatoes  are  not  attacked  in  the  country  of  origin 
by  injurious  insects,  including  fruit  and  melon  flies,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  this 
requirement  applies  to  imports  of  vegetables  from  all  countries.  The  investigation  of  the 
tomato  cultures  in  the  Canary  Islands  was  carried  out  very  intensively,  in  cooperation 
with  Spanish  authorities,  and  resulted  in  failure  to  find  any  evidence  of  infestation  of 
tomatoes  by  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  although  this  fly  was  very  abundant  in  the 
islands,  heavily  infesting  the  orange  and  other  fruits.  The  results  of  this  survey  can, 
therefore,  be  accepted  as  meeting  the  condition  referred  to  above,  namely,  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  department  that  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  does  not  attack  the  tomato  in 
the  Canary  Islands.  The  examinations  made  Incidental  to  the  investigations  of  the  grape 
in  continental  Spain  also  indicated  a  like  freedom  from  fruit-fly  infestation  of  tomatoes. 

Somewhat  in  summary,  therefore,  and  with  respect  to  the  more  important  of  the  pos- 
sible fruit  and  nut  exports  from  Spain  to  the  United  States,  you  are  advised  as  follows : 

(1)  The  situation  with  respect  to  grapes  and  oranges  in  Spain  remains  such  as  to  make 
it,  in  the  judgment  of  this  department,  unwise  to  permit  the  entry  of  such  fruits  into  the 
United  States. 

(2)  The  entry  of  tomatoes  from  the  Canary  Islands  or  from  Spain  will  be  authorized, 
under  permit,  on  application  of  importers,  with  such  provision  for  inspection  at  point  of 
entry  as  is  given  to  all  fruits  and  vegetables  entering  the  United  States.  It  should  be 
made  clear,  however,  that  such  authorization  must  be  conditioned  on  the  continued  free- 
dom of  such  tomatoes  from  injurious  insects,  including  fruit  and  melon  flies. 

(3)  With  respect  to  chestnuts  and  other  nuts,  there  are  no  embargoes  or  restrictions  on 
the  entry  of  such  products  other  than  the  requirement  that  if  infested  they  shall  be 
treated  in  the  country  of  origin  as  to  kill  any  infesting  insects.  Furthermore,  for  this 
year,  in  accordance  with  arrangements  which  have  been  made  with  Italy,  any  chestnuts 
arriving  from  Spain,  even  though  infested,  will  be  permitted  entry  under  the  condition  of 
treatment  in  such  manner  as  will  destroy  the  infesting  insects.  You  are  advised  that 
such  treatment  at  port  of  entry  has  already  been  given  to  a  very  large  number  of  ship- 
ments of  Italian  chestnuts  and  has  been  effective  in  destroying  certain  infesting  insects. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  cost  of  such  treatment  must  be  met  by  the  importer  and  that 
the  latter  must  also  assume  the  responsibility  for  any  damage  to  the  imported  article. 

With  respect  to  the  entry  of  other  plant  products  from  Spain,  it  may  be  noted  that 
quarantine  56,  under  which  the  entry  from  all  foreign  countries  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
and  other  plant  products  is  restricted,  releases  from  any  restrictions — even  of  permit — ■ 
dried,  cured,  or  processed  fruits  and  vegetables,  including  dried  products,  cured  figs,  dates, 
and  raisins,  etc.,  nuts  and  dry  beans,  peas,  etc.,  except  only  when  the  determination  has 
heen  made  by  this  department,  and  due  notice  of  such  determination  has  been  given,  that 
the  condition  of  drying,  curing,  and  processing  to  which  the  articles  have  been  subjected 
may  not  entirely  have  eliminated  risk,  in  which  case  the  articles  covered  are  still  permitted 
entry  but  only  under  permit  and  inspection.  Furthermore,  the  quarantine  provides  for 
the  free  commercial  entry  under  permit  from  all  countries,  including  Spain,  of  bananas, 
pineapples,  lemons,  and  sour  limes. 

Supplementing  the  above  report  to  the  Department  of  State,  it  may  be  recalled 
that  similar  surveys  of  the  grape  cultures  in  the  Province  of  Almeria,  Spain, 
had  been  made  in  1924  and  1925,  as  reported  in  these  announcements.'  These 
earlier  surveys  were  made,  however,  during  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
prior  to  the  ripening  of  the  Almeria  grape,  at  which  season  of  the  year  the 
Mediterranean  fruit  fly  was  found  infesting  oranges,  peaches,  apricots,  figs, 
and  pears.  In  view  of  this  situation,  Mr,  Kisliuk's  survey  was  so  timed  as  to 
permit  the  examination  of  ripe  grapes  in  the  vineyards.  Every  facility  was 
extended  by  Spanish  authorities  to  make  the  investigation  as  complete  and 
informing  as  possible,  and  Mr,  Kisliuk  was  accompanied  in  Almeria  by  Senor 
Fernando  Silvela,  agricultural  attache  to  the  Spanish  Embassy  at  Washington, 
and  by  Senor  J.  Barro,  chief  of  the  phytopathological  laboratory  located  at  the 
port  of  Almeria, 

Following  the  request  of  the  Spanish  authorities,  the  principal  grape  zones 
of  Dallas  and  Berja  were  first  examined,  and  in  both  of  these  regions  grapes 
were  found  to  contain  maggots  from  which  adults  were  subsequently  reared  and 
definitely  determined  as  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly.  On  several  occasions  these 
maggots  were  found  in  grapes  served  at  the  hotel  table  in  Almeria. 

The  survey  was  then  extended  to  the  following  districts :  Laujar,  Enix,  Abla 
Fmana,  Gergal,  Alhama,  and  Viator.  One  of  these  zones,  namely,  Gergal,  has 
an  altitude  of  1,050'  meters  above  sea  level.  Maggots  of  the  Mediterranean 
fruit  fly  were  found  in  grapes  in  all  of  these  districts  and  it  appeared  that  of 
the  many  varieties  of  grapes  grown  in  the  Province  the  Almeria  type  was  the 
most  attractive  to  this  insect.     Inasmuch  as  previous  surveys  had  established

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the  fact  that  the  Mediterranean  fiiiit  fly  occurred  throughout  the  Province  of 
Almeria,  attacking  a  variety  of  hosts,  little  time  was  devoted  to  an  investigation 
of  fruits  other  than  grapes.  Some  attention  was  given  to  tomatoes  in  Gergal 
and  in  the  markets  in  the  city  of  Almeria,  but  no  evidence  of  fruit  fly  infestation 
was  noted. 

Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Kisliuk  was  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Canary  Islands,  he  was 
authorized,  at  the  request  of  the  Spanish  Government,  to  proceed  to  those 
islands  to  investigate  the  tomatoes  there  from  the  standpoint  of  their  sus- 
ceptibility to  fruit-fly  infestation,  it  being  the  belief  of  that  Government  that  the 
tomato  is  not  attacked  by  this  insect  under  field  conditions.  Six  days  were 
spent  in  each  of  the  two  principal  islands,  Gran  Canaria  and  Teneriffe.  (Novem- 
ber 1  to  12,  inclusive.)  The  tomato  industry  was  found  to  be  secondary  in 
importance  to  bananas  only,  this  vegetable  being  grown  throughout  the  year. 
Special  varieties  were  found  to  be  harvested  for  the  w^inter  market  of  the 
North  Temperate  Zones  between  the  months  of  October  and  April. 

Thousands  of  tomatoes  in  various  stages  of  ripeness,  ranging  from  green  to 
overripe  and  rots,  were  cut  up  and  no  evidence  of  fruit  flies  or  fruit-fly  injury 
was  noted.  The  freedom  of  the  tomato  from  fruit-fly  attack  was  particularly 
emphasized  by  the  general  presence  of  the  fruit  fly  in  the  islands,  and  in  an 
instance  where  there  were  literally  swarms  of  adults  resting  on  or  hovering 
over  ripe  or  nearly  ripe  oranges  in  groves  immediately  bordering  a  tomato  fleld, 
in  which  latter  practically  eveiy  ripe  or  ripening  tomato  was  cut  open  and 
examined  w^ithout  finding  any  trace  of  fruit-fly  infestation. 

As  illustrating  the  number  of  fruit-fly  adults  which  were  present,  especially 
on  the  island  of  Teneriffe,  within  10  minutes  after  orange  peelings  were  left  on 
a  table  in  the  garden  of  the  hotel,  numbers  of  adults  were  observed  alighting 
on  them. 

Field  examinations  of  tomatoes  were  made  in  Gran  Canaria  at  Sardinia  Sur, 
Telde,  Gaidar,  Santa  Brigida,  and  San  Mateo,  as  well  as  at  the  market  and 
fruit  export  docks  in  Las  Palmas  and  in  Teneriffe  at  Guimar,  Orafo,  Oratava, 
and  several  points  south  of  Santa  Cruz. 


JAPANESE  BEETLE  QUARANTINE  (NO.  48) 

JAPANESE   BEETLE   QUARANTINE  MODIFIED 

[Press  notice] 

OcTOBEE  28,   1927. 

An  amendment  of  the  Japanese  beetle  quarantine,  adding  parts  of  10  counties 
in  Pennsylvania,  2  entire  counties  in  New  York,  and  part  of  1  county  in 
Connecticut,  to  the  area  designated  as  regulated  on  account  of  this  insect,  was 
announced  to-day  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

At  the  request  of  the  States  concerned,  an  eradication  experiment  with 
respect  to  certain  outlying  points  of  supposed  infestation  has  been  authorized 
under  such  conditions  and  controls  as  will,  it  is  believed,  eliminate  any  increased 
risk  over  the  immediate  inclusion  of  such  points  under  quarantine.  At  none 
of  these  points  has  it  been  definitely  determined  that  there  is  any  soil  infesta- 
tion, and  in  many  instances  only  a  single  beetle  was  found.  This  experiment 
will  be  completed  during  the  present  dormant  period  of  the  insect,  and.  if  its 
failure  is  indicated  by  the  reappearance  of  adult  beetles  in  June,  provision  has 
been  made  for  the  immediate  extension  of  the  Federal  quarantine  to  include 
these  points. 

The  eradication  effort  will  involve  an  intensive  soil  treatment  not  only  of  the 
location  where  the  beetles  were  found  in  each  case,  but  of  a  considerable 
surrounding  area  also.  This  treatment  is  to  be  applied  as  far  as  possible  this 
fall  or  prior  to  the  transformation  and  emergence  of  the  beetle  in  the  spring. 

As  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  plant  quarantine  act  requires  certification 
by  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  for  all  nursery  and  greenhouse  stock  shipped 
from  the  District,  and  the  infested  area  within  the  District  will  be  placed  under 
controls  similar  to  those  enforced  in  the  other  areas  in  which  action  is  being 
deferred. 
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MODIFICATION  OF  JAPANESE  BEETLE  QUARANTINE 

Introductoey   Note

AMENDMENT   NO.    3    TO    RUXES    AND    REGULATIONS    (SIXTH    REVISION)     SUPPLEMENTAL 
TO   NOTICE  OF   QUARANTINE   NO.    48 

[Effective  on  and  after  November  1,  1927] 

Under  authority  conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37 
Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917  (39  Stat. 
1134,  1165),  it  is  ordered  that  regulation  3  of  the  rules  and  regulations  (sixth 
revision)  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No,  48,  on  account  of  the 
Japanese  beetle,  which  were  promulgated  March  21,  1927,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Regulation  3.  Regulated  area. 

The  States,  counties,  townships,  towns,  hundreds,  and  cities  listed  below, 
including  any  cities,  towns,  boroughs,  or  other  political  subdivisions  included 
within  their  limits,  are  designated  as  regulated  area  for  the  purpose  of  these 
regulations : 

New  Jersey. — The  entire  State. 

Pennsylvania. — Counties  of  Berks,  Bucks,  Carbon,  Chester,  Columbia,  Dau- 
phin, Delaware,  Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Luzerne,  Monroe,  Montgomery, 
Montour,  Northampton,  Northumberland,  Philadelphia,  and  Schuylkill;  the 
townships  of  Upper  Allen,  iLower  Allen,  East  Pennsboro,  Hampden,  Middlesex, 
Monroe,  and  Silver  Spring  in  Gumderland  County;  and  the  following  townships 
and  cities  in  Lackawanna  County  and  all  territory  southeast  of  said  townships 
and  cities  in  said  county,  namely:  Ransom,  Scranton,  Dickson  City,  Blakely, 
Archbald,  Carbondale,  and  Fell. 

Delaware. — City  of  Wilmington ;  and  the  hundreds  of  Brandywine,  New 
Castle,  Christiana,  and  Red  Lion,  in  New  Castle  County. 

New  York. — Counties  of  Nassau,  Rockland,  and  Suffolk ;  New  York  City 
(including  the  boroughs  of  Bronx,  Brooklyn,  Manhattan,  Richmond,  and 
Queens)  ;  and  the  townships  of  Bedford,  East  Chester,  Greenburg,  Harrison, 
Lewisboro,  Mamaroneck,  Mount  Pleasant,  Mount  Vernon,  New  Castle,  New 
Rochelle,  North  Castle,  Ossining,  Pelham,  Poundridge,  Rye,  Scarsdale,  White 
Plains,  and  Yonkers,  and  those  portions  of  Cortland  and  Yorktown  Townships 
south  of  the  Croton  River  in  Westchester  County. 

Connecticut. — Towns  of  Bridgeport,  Darien,  Easton,  Fairfield,  Greenwich, 
New  Canaan,  Norwalk,  Shelton,  Stamford,  Stratford,  Trumbull,  Weston,  West- 
port,  and  Wilton  in  Fairfield  County. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  November  1,  1927.

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ACTION  DEFEKKED  WITH  RESPECT  TO  CERTAIN  ISOLATED  JAPANESE-BEETLE  INFESTATIONS 

HB-209.  October  29,  1927. 

In  connection  with  the  revision  of  the  Japanese-beetle  quarantine  to  include 
for  192S  the  new  territory  covered  by  the  spread  during  the  season  of  1927, 
the  board  has  deferred  action  with  respect  to  certain  outlying  points  of  possible 
establishment  of  the  beetle  in  the  States  of  Maryland,  Delaware,  and  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  order  to  give  these  States  and  the 
District  an  opportunity  to  demonstrate  the  possibility  of  the  eradication  of  such, 
for  the  most  part  incipient,  infestations.  At  none  of  these  points  has  it  been 
definitely  determined  that  there  is  any  soil  infestation  and  in  many  instances 
only  a  single  beetle  has  been  found. 

It  is  understood  that  such  eradication  effort  must  be  completed  in  the  coming 
winter  and  spring  during  the  dormant  period  of  the  insect ;  and,  further,  that 
the  necessary  measures  are  to  be  carried  out  by  these  States  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of,  and  in  manner  satisfactory 
to,  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board.  The  failure  of  such  measures  to  effect 
the  eradication  of  the  beetles  at  these  points,  as  indicated  by  their  reappear- 
ance next  summer,  will  be  followed  by  the  immediate  extension  of  the  Federal 
quarantine  to  include  such  localities  within  the  regulated  area  before  there  has 
been  any  opportunity  of  spread. 

In  the  meantime  the  movement  of  nursery  stock  and  other  articles  restricted 
on  account  of  the  Japanese  beetle  from  these  areas  will  be  permitted  only  on 
compliance  with  restrictions  identical  with  those  enforced  under  the  JapancK^e- 
beetle  quarantine. 

The  board  is  informed  that  no  greenhouses  occur  within  half  a  mile,  and  no 
nursery  within  several  miles,  of  any  of  the  points  at  which  the  beetles  have 
been  taken.  Repeated  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  nurseries  within  the 
general  area  invaded  and  no  Japanese  beetles  have  been  found.  The  nurseries 
at  all  contiguous  to  these  points  would,  under  the  present  Japanese-beetle  quar- 
antine, therefore,  fall  in  Class  I,  and  under  the  present  plan  will  be  subject  to 
the  controls  enforced  as  to  that  class,  viz,  freedom  of  movement  of  nursery 
stock  to  be  based  on  repeated  inspections  during  the  growing  season  and  a 
showing  of  absence  of  both  adult  beetles  and  soil  infestation. 

In  the  case  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  complete  authority  over  the  movement 
of  outgoing  nursery  stock  and  similar  products  is  given  to  the  Federal  Horti- 
cultural Board  under  section  15  of  the  plant  quarantine  act,  and  the  District  is 
now  under  quarantine  and  inspection  conditions  as  stringent  as  those  governing 
the  movement  of  stock  from  Class  I  nurseries  of  the  Japanese  beetle  regulated 
area. 

It  will  be  realized  that  isolated  infestations  of  the  beetle  are  likely  to  be 
developed  in  the  future  at  points  very  widely  remote  from  the  quarantined  area 
by  accidental  carriage  in  motors,  railway  cars,  etc.,  and  it  is,  therefore,  believed 
desirable  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  now  given  to  determine  what 
can  be  done  by  radical  measures  to  stamp  out  such  possible  or  potential  infes- 
tations. The  States  concerned  in  the  present  experiment  have  announced  a 
willingness  to  carry  out  such  control  measures  and  to  assume  the  full  costs, 
and  the  outcome,  therefore,  should  be  very  valuable  with  respect  to  future 
policy.  With  the  limitation  as  to  period  and  under  the  controls  indicated,  no 
increase  in  risk  would  seem  to  be  involved  over  the  immediate  application  of  a 
Federal  quarantine,  and  if  the  effort  succeeds  as  to  all  or  many  of  the  points, 
it  will  avoid  the  necessity  at  this  time  of  including  under  tne  quarantine  a  very 
large  area  now  known  to  be  reached  by  beetles  only  at  a  few  scattered  points. 

The  alternative  would  be  to  draw  immediately  a  line  around  all  these  out- 
lying points,  and  the  area  thus  included  would  automatically  be  subject  to  the 
possibility  of  general  infestation  from  the  movement  which  is  permitted  within 
the  quarantined  area  of  nursery  stock,  farm  products,  etc.,  with  the  result  of 
actually  accelerating  the  spread  of  the  pest.

Deab  Sir:  It  has  been  decided  to  allow  the  entry,  without  peimit,  of  cut 
flowers  originating  in  Mexico  and  brought  across  the  border  for  local  use.  It 
is  understood  that  this  decision  will  permit  the  entry  not  only  of  the  cut  flow- 
ers listed  in  HB-183  as  incapable  of  propagation,  but  also  cut  flowers  capable 
of  propagation,  listed  on  page  1  of  the  same  HB.  Inspectors,  however,  are 
requested  to  examine  the  stems  and  leaves  of  such  flowers  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  whether  they  are  infested  or  infected  with  insects  or  plant  diseases. 
Inspectors  are  also  requested  to  make  a  record  of  all  cut  flowers  so  entered.

FLOWERS    MAY    BE    CUT    FROM    FIELD-GROWN    NARCISSUS    BULBS 
IMPORTED   UNDER  SPECIAL  PERMIT 

HB-210.  NovEMBEE  14,  1927. 

Persons  propagating  narcissus  bulbs  under  special  permits  are  advised  that 
the  cutting  of  flowers  (not  foliage)  from  such  bulbs  is  hereafter  permitted.  It 
is  understood  that  this  authorization  does  not  alter  numbered  paragraph  4  of 
Circular  HB-193,  issued  March  10,  1926,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"  Bulbs  imported  for  propagation  shall  be  utilized  strictly  for  that  purpose 
tinder  methods  to  insure  the  earliest  and  best  propagation  results,  and  no  prior 
utilization  of  the  material  which  will  in  any  way  delay  or  limit  the  propagation 
purpose  will  be  authorized,  such,  for  example,  as  forcing  under  glass  or  other- 
wise for  cut  flowers." 

Attention  is  called  also  to  the  requirement  of  numbered  paragraph  3  of  the 
same  circular  that  narcissus  bulbs  imported  for  propagation  "  shall  be  planted 
in  the  field." 

This  action  releases  field  plantings  of  narcissus  special  permit  material  from 
the  prohibition  of  cutting  fiowers  for  sale  (see  par.  8,  p.  4,  Form  207,  revision 
of  March  15,  1927).  A  similar  correction  is  to  be  noted  in  the  same  paragraph 
as  quoted  in  HB-194,  revision  of  July  28,  1927. 

The  permission  herein  given  is  on  the  advice  of  the  horticultural  specialists 
of  the  department  that  the  judicious  cutting  of  fiowers  (not  foliage)  from 
field-grown  narcissi  will  have  little  effect  on  bulb  growth  and  increase.

SEGREGATION  AND   CHARTING  REQUIREMENT  OF  PLANTS  IMPORTED  UNDER 
SPECLA.L  PERMIT  FOR  PROPAGATION 

HB-201 

Revised  November  14,  1927. 

Deae  Sie  :  The  board  is  advised  that  the  requirement  of  segregation  and,  if 
necessary,  charting  of  plants  imported  for  propagation  under  regulation  14  of 
quarantine  37  has  been  more  or  less  neglected  on  the  part  of  permittees.  This 
requirement,  including  hereafter  as  to  all  permittees  the  submission  of  a  chart 
indicating  the  location  of  imported  plants,  will  be  strictly  enforced  and  failure 
to  make  full  compliance  therewith  may  lead  to  the  refusal  to  the  permittee 
concerned  of  further  permits. 

Permittees  will  note  that  paragraph  9,  page  4,  of  the  application  form  for 
special  permit  (Form  207,  revision  of  March  15,  1927)  includes  the  provision 
that  plants  imported  for  propagation  shall  be  used  in  such  fashion  as  to  main- 
tain their  identity  under  the  permit  number  authorizing  their  entry.  Elsewhere 
in  the  application  (p.  3)  the  permittee  is  required  to  give  the  location  where 
the  plants  are  to  be  propagated,  and  in  Form  238,  which  was  issued  to  per- 
mittees (see  revision  of  February  13,  1922),  the  information  desired  is  more 
exactly  indicated  by  the  requirement  that  the  permittee  shall  "  give  the  exact 
location  of  the  plants  in  the  nursery,  greenhouse,  or  other  establishment,"  and 
'*  (If  necessary  draw  a  sketch  map)." 

The  primary  purpose  of  this  requirement  is  to  keep  such  imports  segregated 
as  opposed  to  permitting  them  to  be  scattered  or  miscellaneously  planted,  with 
the  object  of  facilitating  their  inspection  from  time  to  time  by  the  board  to 
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determine  full  compliance  with  the  propagation  requirement,  and  also  to 
determine  their  freedom  from  new  pests  or  plant  diseases.  As  indicated  above, 
hereafter,  in  addition  to  segregation  of  such  imports,  the  submission  of  a  chart 
or  plat  will  be  required  of  all  permittees. 

Permittees  who  have  not  submitted  such  plat  or  chart,  indicating  the  exact 
location  on  their  premises  of  imports  under  special  permits  of  plants  for  propa- 
gation, either  as  to  outdoor  plantings  or  as  to  the  greenhouse  or  other  buildings 
in  which  such  plants  are  housed,  are  requested  to  immediately  prepare  and 
transmit  such  information  to  the  board.

SATIN-MOTH  QUARANTINE  (NO.  53) 

SATIN-MOTH  QUARANTINE  REVISED  TO  INCLUDE  ADDITIONAL  TERRITORY 

[Press  notice] 

OCTOBEB  19,   1927. 

The  area  under  quarantine  on  account  of  the  satin  moth,  an  insect  injurious 
to  poplar  and  willows,  has  been  enlarged  to  include  additional  territory  in 
Maine,  New  Hampshire,  and  Massachusetts,  it  was  announced  to-day  by  the 
Federal  Horticultural  Board.  The  amendment  became  effective  yesterday 
(October  18,  1927)  upon  being  approved  by  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Jardine. 

The  newly  added  territory  amounts  to  2,071  square  miles  in  Maine,  121 
:;quare  miles  in  New  Hampshire,  and  620  square  miles  in  Massachusetts,  a 
total  of  2,812  square  miles.  The  entire  State  of  Rhode  Island  is  already  under 
quarantine  on  account  of  the  insect,  and  no  additions  to  the  infested  areas  of 
the  States  of  Connecticut  and  Washington  were  deemed  necessary. 

MODIFICATION  OF  SATIN-MOTH  QUARANTINE 

Amendment  No.  1  to  Rules  and  Regulations   Supplemental  to  Notioe  op 
Quarantine  No.  53,  Revised 

[Efeective  on  and  after  October  18,  1927] 

Under  authority  conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912 
(37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917  (39 
Stat.  1134,  1165),  it  is  ordered  that  regulation  3  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  53,  revised,  on  account  of  the  satin 
moth,  which  were  promulgated  October  30,  1926,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Regulation  3.   Infested  area. 

The  following  towns  and  cities  and  all  the  territory  between  said  towns  and 
cities  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  are  designated  as  satin-moth  infested  areas : 
Isle  au  Haut,  Stonington,  Deer  Isle,  Brooklin,  Blue  Hill,  Surry,  Ellsworth, 
Orland,  Bucksport,  Orrington,  Bangor,  Hermon,  Hampden,  Newburg,  Dixmont, 
Troy,  Burnham,  Pittsfield,  Canaan,  Skowhegan,  Fairfield,  Oakland,  Belgrade, 
Manchester,  Readfield,  Wayne,  Leeds,  Turner,  Hebron,  Oxford,  Norway,  Water- 
ford,  Sweden,  and  Fryeburg,  Maine;  Conway,  Madison,  Tamworth,  Moultonboro, 
Meredith,  New  Hampton,  Ashland,  Sanbornton,  Franklin,  Andover,  Wilmot, 
Warner,  Henniker,  Deering,  Bennington,  Greenfield,  Peterboro,  Jaffrey,  Sharon, 
and  New  Ipswich,  Neto  Hampsliire ;  Ashburnham,  Winchendon,  Templeton, 
Phillipston,  Athol,  Orange,  New  Salem,  Prescott,  Enfield,  Ware,  Palmer,  Lud- 
low, Chicopee,  Holyoke,  Springfield,  Longmeadow,  East  Longmeadow,  Hamp- 
den, Monson,  Wales,  Holland,  Sturbridge,  Southbridge,  and  Dudley,  Massachu- 
setts; Thompson,  Connecticut ;  Burrillville,  Glocester,  Foster,  Coventry,  West 
Greenwich,  Exeter,  Hopkinton,  and  Westerly,  Rhode  Island;  Stonington,  Con- 
necticut. The  following  counties  and  all  the  territory  between  said  counties 
and  the  Pacific  Ocean :  Whatcom,  Skagit,  Snohomish,  King,  Pierce,  Lewis,  and 
Skamania,  Washvngton.

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Agustin  Camero,  Edinburg,  Tex.,  in 
attempting  to  smuggle  in  six  avocados  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  E.  H.  Saleido,  in  attempting  to  smuggle  in 
seven  avocados  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  A.  E.  Chavez,  Edinburg,  Tex.,  in  attempting 
to  smuggle  in  6  avocados,  13  guavas,  5  quinces,  and  2  stalks  of  sugar  cane  from 
Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $10. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  J.  G.  Schotts,  in  attempting  to  smuggle 
in  18  avocados  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  J.  W.  Brack,  Mission,  Tex.,  in  attempting 
to  smuggle  in  15  avocados  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  G.  Vasquez,  in  attempting  to  smuggle  in 
four  avocados  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Isodor  Perez,  in  attempting  to  smuggle  in 
four  avocados  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 
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In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Maria  Mendez,  in  attempting  to  smuggle 
in  six  avocados  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Concepcion  Ramirez,  in  attempting  to 
smuggle  in  four  stalks  of  sugar  cane  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Mrs.  M.  Duran,  in  attempting  to  smuggle 
in  14  oranges  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Victor  Torres,  Edinburg,  Tex.,  in  attempt- 
ing to  smuggle  in  four  oranges  from  Mexico,  the  defendant  was  fined  $5. 

JAPANESE  BEETLE  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Morris  Bushcofsky,  Newburgh,  N.  Y.,  in 
transporting  a  truck  load  of  farm  products  from  New  Jersey  to  a  point  outside 
of  the  quarantined  area,  without  inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant 
pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $100.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  332.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Patrick  Flint,  Newburgh,  N.  Y.,  in  trans- 
porting a  truck  load  of  farm  products  from  New  Jersey  to  a  point  outside  of 
the  quarantined  area,  without  inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded 
guilty  and  was  fined  $100.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  333.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Henry  R.  Zoerner,  Kensington,  Md.,  in 
transporting  1  bushel  each  of  peaches  and  grapes  from  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to  a 
point  outside  of  the  quarantined  area,  without  inspection  and  certification,  the 
defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $25.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  337.) 

MEDITERRANEAN     FRUIT    FLY    AND     MELON     FLY    QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  William  Durgan,  the  chief  engineer  on  the 
S.  S.  President  Taft,  in  the  carrying  of  six  avocados,  without  inspection  and 
certification,  from  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  to  California,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty 
and  was  fined  $25. 


LIST  OF  CURRENT  QUARANTINE  AND  OTHER  RESTRICTIVE 
ORDERS  AND  MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS 

[The  domestic  and  foreign  quarantine  and  other  restrictive  orders  summarized  herein 
are  issued  under  the  authoritj'^  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended. 
The  Mexican  border  regulations  and  the  export  certification  regulations  are  issued  under 
specific  acts  of  Congress.] 

QUARANTINE   ORDERS 

The  numbers  assigned  to  these  quarantines  indicate  merely  the  chronological 
order  of  issuance  of  both  domestic  and  foreign  quarantines  in  one  numerical 
series.  The  quarantine  numbers  missing  in  this  list  are  quarantines  which 
have  either  been  superseded  or  revoked.  For  convenience  of  reference  these 
quarantines  are  here  classified  as  domestic  and  foreign. 

DOMESTIC   QUARANTINES 

Date  palms. — Quarantine  No.  6:  Regulates  the  interstate  movement  of  date 
palms  and  date-palm  offshoots  from  Riverside  County,  Calif.,  east  of  the  Sai* 
Bernardino  meridian ;  Imperial  County,  Calif. ;  Yuma,  Maricopa,  and  Pinal 
Counties,  Ariz. ;  and  Webb  County,  Tex. ;  on  account  of  the  Parlatoria  scale 
(Parlatoria  Manchardi)  and  the  Phoenicococcus  scale  {PJioenicococcus  mar- 
latti). 

Hawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  13,  revised:  Prohibits  or 
regulates  the  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into  or  through  any 
other*  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vege- 
tables in  the  natural  or  raw  state,  on  account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly 
(Ceratitis  capitata)  and  the  melon  fly  {Dacus  cucurUtae) . 

Sugar  cane. — Quarantine  No.  16:  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Terri- 
tories of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State, 
or  District  of  the  United  States  of  living  canes  of  sugar  cane,  or  cuttings  or 
parts  thereof,  on  account  of  certain  injurious  insects  and  fungous  diseases. 

Stveet  potato  and  yam. — Quarantine  No.  30:  Prohibits  the  movement  from 
the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory, 
State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  varieties  of  sweet  potatoes  and 
yams  {Ipomoea  batatas  and  Dioscorea  spp.),  regardless  of  the  use  for  which 
the  same  are  intended,  on  account  of  the  sweet-potato  weevil  {Cylas  formi- 
carius)  and  the  sweet-potato  scarabee  {Euscepes  batatae). 

Banana  plants. — Quarantine  No.  32 :  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Terri- 
tories of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or 
District  of  the  United  States  of  any  species  or  variety  of  banana  plants  (Musa 
spp.),  regardless  of  the  use  for  which  the  same  are  intended,  on  account  of 
two  injurious  weevils  {Rhabdocnemis  obscurus  and  Metamasius  hemipterus) . 

Black-stem  rust. — Quarantine  No.  38,  as  amended :  Prohibits  the  movement 
interstate  to  any  point  outside  of  the  quarantined  area  of  the  common  bar- 
berry and  its  horticultural  varieties  as  well  as  certain  other  species  of  Berberis 
and  Mahonia,  on  account  of  the  black-stem  rust  of  wheat,  oats,  barley,  rye,  and 
many  wild  and  cultivated  grasses. 

European  corn  borer. — Quarantine  No.  43,  revised:  Regulates  the  movement 
interstate  to  any  point  outside  of  the  quarantined  area  of  (1)  corn  and  broom- 
corn  (including  all  parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums,  sudan  grass,  celery,  green 
beans  in  the  pod,  beets  with  tops,  rhubarb,  oat  and  rye  straw  as  such  or  when 
used  as  packing,  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  chrysanthemum,  aster,  cosmos, 
zinnia,  hollyhock,  and  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  gladiolus  and  dahlia, 
except  the  bulbs  thereof  without  stems,  from  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and 
from  infested  areas  in  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  (eastern  section), 
Connecticut,  and  from  Fishers  Island  in  Suffolk  County,  N.  Y.,  and  (2)  corn 
and  broomcorn  (including  all  parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums,  and  sudan  grass 
from  infested  areas  in  Vermont,  Massachusetts  (western  section),  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  and  West  Virginia,  on 
account  of  the  European  corn  borer  {Pi/rausta  nubilalis). 
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Gipsy  moth  and  hrown-tail  moth. — Quarantine  No.  45,  revised :  Regulates 
the  movement  interstate  to  any  point  outside  of  the  quarantined  towns  and 
territory,  or  from  points  in  the  generally  infested  area  to  points  in  the  lightly 
infested  area,  of  stone  or  quarry  products,  and  of  the  plants  and  the  plant 
products  listed  therein.    The  quarantine  covers  all  the  New  England  States. 

Haicaiian  and  Porto  Rican  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  products. — 
Quarantine  No.  47 :  Prohibits  or  regulates  the  movement  of  cotton,  cottonseed, 
and  cottonseed  products  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  into  or 
through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  on  account 
of  the  pink  boUworm  {Pectinophora  gossyplella)  and  the  cotton  blister  mite 
{Eriophyes  gossypii),  respectively. 

Japanese  deetle. — Quarantine  No.  48,  revised,  as  amended:  Regulates  the 
movement  interstate  to  any  point  outside  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  and  the 
regulated  areas  of  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  New  York,  and  Connecticut  of  (1) 
certain  fruits,  vegetables,  and  other  farm  products  between  June  15  and  Octo- 
ber 15,  inclusive,  and  (2)  nursery  stock,  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and 
manure  throughout  the  year,  on  account  of  the  Japanese  beetle  {Popillia 
japonica). 

United  States  quarantined  to  protect  Hawaii. — Quarantine  No.  51:  Regulates 
the  movement  from  the  United  States  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  as  ships' 
stores  or  as  baggage  or  effects  of  passengers  or  crews,  of  sugar  cane,  corn, 
cotton,  alfalfa,  and  the  fruits  of  the  avocado  and  papaya. 

pink  hollicorm. — Quarantine  No.  52,  revised:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided 
in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement 
from  the  infested  and  regulated  areas  of  Texas,  Arizona,  and  New  Mexico  of 
(1)  cotton,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters, 
and  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  lint,  gin  waste,  cottonseed, 
cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed  cake  and  meal;  (2)  bagging  and  other  containers 
and  wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  products;  (3)  railway  cars,  boats,  and 
other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  couveyihg  cotton  and  cotton  products 
or  which  are  fouled  with  such  products ;  (4)  hay  and  other  farm  products ; 
and  (5)  farm  household  goods,  farm  equipment,  and  if  contaminated  with 
cotton,  any  other  articles,  on  account  of  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  {Pectino- 
phora gossypiella  Saunders). 

8atin  moth. — Quarantine  No.  53,  as  amended :  Prohibits  the  interstate  move- 
ment to  points  outside  of  the  infested  areas  in  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  and  Washington,  of  all  species  or  varieties 
of  poplar  and  willow  trees  or  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagataion,  on  account 
of  the  satin  moth  (Stilpnotia  salicis  L.). 

Porto  Rican  fruits  and  vegetaNes. — Quarantine  No.  58 :  Prohibits  or  regu- 
lates the  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Porto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other 
Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables 
in  the  raw  or  unprocessed  state,  on  account  of  injurious  insects,  including  the 
West  Indian  fruit  fly  {Anastrepha  fraterculus  Wied.)  and  the  bean  pod  borer 
(Maruca  testulalis  Geyer). 

Sand,  soil,  or  earth,  ivith  plants  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico. — Quarantine 
No.  60:  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Porto 
Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United 
States  of  sand  (other  than  clean  ocean  sand),  soil,  or  earth,  around  the  roots 
of  plants,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  white  grubs,  Japanese  rose  beetle,  and  ter- 
mites or  white  ants. 

Thiirieria  lueevil. — Quarantine  No.  61,  revised :  Prohibits  the  interstate  move- 
ment of  thurberia,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  from  any  point  in  Arizona, 
and  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  infested  area  of  Arizona  of  (1)  cot- 
ton, including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  and  all  other 
forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  lint,  gin  waste,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  and 
cottonseed  cake  and  meal ;  (2)  bagging  and  other  containers  and  wrappers  of 
cotton  and  cotton  products;  (3)  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which 
have  been  used  in  conveying  cotton  and  cotton  products,  or  which  are  fouled 
with  such  products;  (4)  hay  and  other  farm  products;  and  (5)  farm  house- 
hold goods,  farm  equipment,  and,  if  contaminated  with  cotton,  any  other  articles, 
on  account  of  the  Thurberia  weevil   (Anthonomus  grandis  thurteriae  Pierce). 

Narcissus  tults. — Quarantine  No.  62,  revised :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided 
in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
every  State  in  the  continental  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  of 
narcissus  bulbs,  on  account  of  certain  injurious  bulb  pests,  including  the  greater 
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bulb  fly  (Merodon  equestris  Fab.),  the  lesser  bulb  fly  {Eumerus  strigatus 
Fallen),  and  the  bulb  eelworm  {Tylenchus  cLipsaci  Kuehn). 

White  pine  Mister  rust. — Quarantine  No.  63,  revised:  Prohibits,  except  as 
provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate 
movement  from  every  State  in  the  continental  United  States  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  of  five-leafed  pines  (Pinus)  or  currant  and  gooseberry  plants 
(Ribes  and  Grossularia,  including  cultivated  or  wild  or  ornamental  sorts)  on 
account  of  the  white-pine  blister  rust  {Cronartium  riMcoIa  Fischer). 

Mexican  fruit  worm. — Quarantine  No.  64 :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  infested  area  of  Texas  of  fruits  of  all  varieties,  on  account  of  the  Mexican 
fruit  worm  (Anastrepha  ludens  Loew). 

FOREIGN    QUAEANTINES 

Potatoes. — Quarantine  No.  3 :  Forbids  the  importation  of  potatoes  from  New- 
foundland ;  the  islands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon ;  Great  Britain,  Including 
England,  Scotland,  Wales,  and  Ireland ;  Germany ;  and  Austria-Hungary,  on 
account  of  the  disease  known  as  potato  wart    {Synchytrium   endoMoticum) . 

Mexican  fruits. — Quarantine  No.  5,  as  amended:  Forbids  the  importation 
of  oranges,  sweet  limes,  grapefruit,  mangoes,  achras  sapotes,  peaches,  guavas, 
and  plums  from  the  Republic  of  Mexico  on  account  of  the  Mexican  fruit  fly 
(Trypeta  ludens). 

Five-leafed  pines,  Rides,  and  Grossularia. — Quarantine  No.  7,  as  amended: 
Forbids  the  importation  from  each  and  every  country  of  Europe  and  Asia,  and 
from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  Newfoundland,  of  all  five-leafed  pines  and 
all  species  and  varieties  of  the  genera  Ribes  and  Grossularia,  on  account  of 
the  white-pine  blister  rust  (Peridermium  stroH). 

Cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls. — Quarantine  No.  8,  as  amended :  Forbids 
the  importation  from  any  foreign  locality  and  country,  excepting  only  the 
locality  of  the  Imperial  Valley,  in  the  State  of  Lower  California,  Mexico,  of 
cottonseed  (including  seed  cotton)  of  all  species  and  varieties,  and  cottonseed 
hulls,  on  account  of  the  pink  bollworm  {Pectinophora  gossypiella) .  Seed 
cotton  and  cottonseed  from  the  Imperial  Valley  may  be  entered  under  permit 
and  regulation. 

Seeds  of  avocado  or  alligator  pear. — Quarantine  No.  12:  Forbids  the  impor- 
tation from  Mexico  and  the  countries  of  Central  America  of  the  seed  of  the 
avocado  or  alligator  pear  on  account  of  the  avocado  weevil   {JSeiUpus  lauri). 

Sugar  cane. — Quarantine  No.  15 :  Forbids  the  importation  from  all  foreign 
countries  of  living  canes  of  sugar  cane,  or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  on  account 
of  certain  injurious  insects  and  fungous  diseases.  There  are  no  Federal  re- 
strictions on  the  entry  of  such  materials  into  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico. 

Citrus  nursery  stock. — Quarantine  No.  19 :  Forbids  the  importation  from  all 
foreign  localities  and  countries  of  all  citrus  nursery  stock,  including  buds, 
scions,  and  seeds,  on  account  of  the  citrus  canker  and  other  dangerous  citrus 
diseases.  The  term  "citrus,"  as  used  in  this  quarantine,  includes  all  plants 
belonging  to  the  subfamily  or  tribe  Citratae. 

European  pines. — Quarantine  No.  20 :  Forbids,  on  account  of  the  European 
pine-shoot  moth  {Evetria  Moliana),  the  importation  from  all  European  coun- 
tries and  localities  of  all  pines  not  already  excluded  by  Quarantine  No.  7. 

Indian  corn  or  maize  and  related  plants. — Quarantine  No.  24,  as  amended : 
Forbids  the  importation  from  southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Siam,  Indo- 
China,  and  China),  Malayan  Archipelago,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Oceania, 
Philippine  Islands,  Formosa,  Japan,  and  adjacent  islands,  in  the  raw  or  un- 
manufactured state,  of  seed  and  all  other  portions  of  Indian  corn  or  maize 
(Zea  mays  L.)  and  the  closely  related  plants,  including  all  species  of  Teosinte 
(Euchlaena),  Job's  tears  (Coix),  Polytoca,  Chionachne,  and  Sclerachne,  on 
account  of  the  downy  mildews  and  Physoderma  diseases  of  Indian  corn,  except 
that  Indian  corn  or  maize  may  be  imported  under  permit  and  upon  compliance 
with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture. 

Citrus  fruits. — Quarantine  No.  28:  Forbids  the  importation  from  eastern  and 
southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Siam,  Indo-China,  and  China),  the 
Malayan  Archipelago,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Oceania  (except  Australia,  Tas- 
mania, and  New  Zealand),  Japan  (including  Formosa  and  other  islands  adja- 
cent to  Japan),  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  of  all  species  and  varieties  of 
citrus  fruits,   on   account   of  the   citrus   canker,   except  that    oranges   of   the 
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mandarin  class  (including  satsuma  and  tangerine  varieties)  may  be  imported 
under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the 
regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Sweet  potato  and  yam. — Quarantine  No.  29:  Forbids  the  importation  for 
any  purpose  of  any  variety  of  sweet  potatoes  and  yams  {Ipomoea  tatatas  and 
DiosGorea  spp.)  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  the 
sweet-potato  weevils  {Cylas  spp.)  and  the  sweet-potato  scarabee  {Euscepes 
tatatae). 

Banana  plants. — Quarantine  No.  31 :  Forbids  the  importation  for  any  pur- 
pose of  any  species  or  variety  of  banana  plants  {Musa  spp.),  or  portions 
thereof,  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  the  banana- 
root  borer  {Cosmopolites  sordidus).  This' quarantine  places  no  restrictions  on 
the  importation  of  the  fruit  of  the  banana. 

BamT)00. — Quarantine  No.  34 :  Forbids  the  importation  for  any  purpose  of  any 
variety  of  bamboo  seed,  plants,  or  cuttings  thereof  capable  of  propagation,  in- 
cluding all  genera  and  species  of  the  tribe  Bambuseae,  from  all  foreign  countries 
and  localities,  on  account  of  dangerous  plant  diseases,  including  the  bamboo 
smut  {Ustilaffo  shiraiana).  This  quarantine  order  does  not  apply  to  bamboo 
timber  consisting  of  the  mature  dried  culms  or  canes  which  are  imported  for 
fishing  rods,  furniture  making,  or  other  purposes,  or  to  any  kind  of  article  manu- 
factured from  bamboo,  or  to  bamboo  shoots  cooked  or  otherwise  preserved. 

Nursery  stock,  plants,  and  seeds. — Quarantine  No.  37,  with  regulations,  re- 
vised :  Forbids,  except  as  provided  in  the  regulations,  the  importation  of  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  on 
account  of  certain  injurious  insects  and  fungous  diseases.  Under  this  quaran- 
tine the  following  plant  products  and  seeds  may  be  imported  without  restriction 
when  free  from  sand,  soil,  or  earth,  unless  covered  by  special  quarantine  or 
other  restrictive  orders :  Plant  products  capable  of  propagation,  imported  for 
medicinal,  food,  or  manufacturing  purposes,  and  field,  vegetable,  and  flower 
seeds.  Cut  flowers  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  are  also  allowed  entry  with- 
out permit.  The  entry  of  the  following  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds 
is  permitted  under  permit : 

(1)  Bulbs  of  the  following  genera:  Lilium  (lily),  Convallaria  (lily  of  the 
valley),  Hyacinthus  (hyacinth),  Tulipa  (tulip),  and  Crocus;  and,  until  further 
notice,  Chionodoxa  (glory-of-the-snow),  Galanthus  (snowdrop),  Scilla  (squill), 
Fritillaria  imperialis  (crown  imperial),  Fritillaria  meleagris  (guinea  hen 
flower),  Muscari  (grape  hyacinth),  Ixia,  and  Eranthis  (winter  aconite). 

(2)  Stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits  for  propagation. 

(3)  Rose  stocks  for  propagation,  including  Manetti,  Multiflora,  Brier  Rose, 
and  Rosa  Rugosa. 

(4)  Nuts,  including  palm  seeds  for  propagation. 

(5)  Seeds  of  fruits,  forest,  ornamental,  and  shade  trees,  seeds  of  deciduous 
and  evergreen  ornamental  shrubs,  and  seeds  of  hardy  perennial  plants. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  the  issuance  of  special  permits  under  safeguards 
to  be  prescribed  in  such  permits  for  the  entry  in  limited  quantities  of  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  not  covered  in  the  preceding  lists  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  the  country  supplied  with  new  varieties  and  necessairy 
propagating  stock. 

European  corn  borer. — Quarantine  No.  41,  with  regulations,  revised,  as 
amended :  Forbids,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  the  importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  the  stalk 
and  all  other  parts,  whether  used  for  packing  or  other  purposes,  in  the  raw  or 
unmanufactured  state,  of  Indian  corn  or  maize,  broomcorn,  sweet  sorghums, 
grain  sorghums,  Sudan  grass,  Johnson  grass,  sugar  cane,  pearl  millet,  napier 
grass,  teosinte,  and  Job's  tears,  on  account  of  the  European  corn  borer 
{Pyrausta  nuhilalis)  and  other  dangerous  insects  and  plant  diseases. 

Stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits. — Quarantine  No.  44:  Forbids, 
except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  im- 
portation of  stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits  from  Asia,  Japan, 
Philippine  Islands,  and  Oceania  (including  Australia  and  New  Zealand),  on 
account  of  dangerous  plant  diseases,  including  Japanese  apple  cankers,  blistei' 
blight,  and  rusts,  and  injurious  insect  pests,  including  the  oriental  fruit  moth, 
the  pear  fruit  borer,  the  apple  moth,  etc. 

Seed  or  paddy  rice. — Quarantine  No.  55 :  Forbids,  except  from  the  Republic 
of  Mexico  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  rules  and 
regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  importation  of  seed  or  paddy  rice  from

all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  injurious  fungous  diseases 
of  rice,  including  downy  mildew  {Sclerospora  macrocarpa) ,  leafsmut,  {Entyloma 
oryzae),  blight  (Oospora  oryztorum),  and  glume  blotch  (Melanomma  gluma- 
rum) ,  as  well  as  dangerous  insect  pests. 

Fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  56,  as  amended:  Forbids,  except  as 
provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  importation 
of  fruits  and  vegetables  not  already  the  subject  of  special  quarantines  or 
other  restrictive  orders,  and  of  plants  or  portions  of  plants  used  as  packing 
material  in  connection  with  shipments  of  such  fruits  and  vegetables,  from  all 
foreign  countries  and  localities  other  than  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  on  account 
of  injurious  insects,  including  fruit  and  melon  flies  (Trypetidae).  Includes 
and  supersedes  Quarantine  No.  49  on  account  of  the  citrus  black  fly. 

Canadian  Christmas  trees  and  greens. — Quarantine  No.  57,  with  regulations: 
Forbids,  except  as  provided  in  the  conditions  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  the  importation  of  Christmas  trees  and  greens  from  a  designated  por- 
tion of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  Dominion  of  Canada,  bordering  on  Vermont 
and  northeastern  New  York,  on  account  of  the  gipsy  moth  {Porthetria  dispar). 

Flag  smut. — Quarantine  No,  59:  Forbids  the  importation  of  all  species  and 
varieties  of  wheat  {Triticum  spp.)  and  wheat  products,  unless  so  milled  or 
so  processed  as  to  have  destroyed  all  flag  smut  spores,  from  India,  Japan,  China, 
Australia,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Italy,  and  Spain, 

OTHER  RESTRICTIVE   ORDERS 

The  regulation  of  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  from  foreign  countries  into  the 
United  States  was  specifically  provided  for  in  the  plant  quarantine  act.  The 
act  further  provides  for  the  similar  regulation  of  any  other  class  of  plants  or 
plant  products  when  the  need  therefor  shall  be  determined.  The  entry  of  the 
plants  and  plant  products  listed  below  has  been  brought  under  such  regulation : 

Nursery  stock. — The  conditions  governing  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  and 
other  plants  and  seeds  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  are  indicated 
above  under  "Foreign  quarantines,"     (See  Quarantine  No.  37,  revised.) 

Potatoes. — The  importation  of  potatoes  is  forbidden  altogether  from  the 
countries  enumerated  in  the  potato  quarantine.  Potatoes  may  be  admitted  from 
other  foreign  countries  under  permit  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  regulations  issued  under  order  of  December  22,  1913,  bringing  the  entry  of 
potatoes  under  restriction  on  account  of  injurious  potato  diseases  and  insect 
pests.  Importation  of  potatoes  is  now  authorized  from  the  following  countries : 
The  Dominion  of  Canada,  Bermuda,  and  Cuba  ;  also  from  the  States  of  Chihua- 
hua and  Sonora  and  the  Imperial  Valley  of  Lower  California,  Mexico.  The 
regulations  issued  under  this  order  have  been  amended  so  as  to  permit,  free 
of  any  restrictions  whatsoever  under  the  plant  quarantine  act,  the  importation 
of  potatoes  from  any  foreign  country  into  the  Territories  of  Porto  Rico  and 
Hawaii  for  local  use  only  and  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  into  the  United 
States  or  any  of  its  Territories  or  Districts. 

Avocado,  or  alligator  pear. — The  order  of  February  27.  1914,  and  the  regu- 
lations issued  thereunder  restrict  the  importation  from  Mexico  and  the  coun- 
tries of  Central  America  of  the  fruits  of  the  avocado,  or  alligator  pear,  on 
account  of  the  avocado  weevil.  Entry  is  permitted  through  the  port  of  New 
York  only,  and  is  limited  to  the  large,  thick-skinned  variety  of  the  avocado. 
The  importation  of  the  sm^all.  purple,  thin-skinned  variety  of  the  fruit  of  the 
avocado  and  of  avocado  nursery  stock  under  18  months  of  age  is  forbidden. 

Cotton. — The  order  of  April  27,  1915,  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder 
restrict  the  importation  of  cotton  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on 
account  of  injurious  insects,  including  the  pink  boUworm.  These  regulations 
apply  in  part  to  cotton  grown  in  and  imported  from  the  Imperial  Valley,  in 
the  State  of  Lower  California,  Mexico. 

Cottonseed  products. — The  order  of  June  23,  1917,  and  the  regulations  issued 
thereunder  restrict  the  importation  of  cottonseed  cake,  meal,  and  all  other 
cottonseed  products,  except  oil,  from  all  foreign  countries,  and  a  second  order 
of  June  23.  1917,  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder  restrict  the  importation 
of  cottonseed  oil  from  Mexico,  on  account  of  injurious  insects,  including  the 
pink  boUworm. 

Rules  and  regulations  governing  (1)  entry  for  immediate  export,  (2)  entry 
for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation  in  dond,  and  (3)  safeguarding 
the  arrival  at  a  port  where  entry  or  landing  is  not  intended  of  proMMted 
plants  and  plant  products. — These  rules  and  regulations,  as  revised  August  1, 
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1920,  govern  the  unloading  and  transfer  of  cargoes  and  transportation  in  bond 
when  it  is  determined  that  such  entry  can  be  made  without  involving  risk  to 
the  plant  cultures  of  the  United  States,  and  also  provide  for  the  safeguarding 
at  a  port  or  within  the  territorial  waters  of  the  United  States  where  entry  or 
landing  is  not  intended  of  any  prohibited  or  restricted  plants  and  plant 
products. 

Rules  and  regulations  governing  the  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products 
into  and  out  of  the  District  of  ColumT)ia. — These  rules  and  regulations  were 
promulgated  August  26,  1920,  under  the  amendment  to  the  plant  quarantine  act 
of  May  31  of  that  year.  They  provide  for  the  regulation  of  the  movement  of 
plants  and  plant  products,  including  nursery  stock,  from  or  into  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  for  the  control  of  injurious  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests 
within  the  said  District. 

MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS 

Rules  and  regulations  prohiditing  the  m-ovement  of  cotton  and  cottonseed 
from  Mexico  into  the  United  States,  and  governing  the  entry  into  the  United 
States  of  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles,  freight,  express,  l)aggage,  or  other 
materials  from  Mexico  at  border  points. — These  rules  and  regulations,  promul- 
gated June  23,  1917,  pursuant  to  authority  given  in  the  appropriation  act  for 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agi'iculture  for  the  fiscal  year  1918,  and 
since  repeated  annually,  are  designed  to  prevent  the  entry  of  the  pink  bollworm 
of  cotton  which  is  known  to  exist  widely  in  Mexico.  They  provide  for  the 
examination  of  passengers'  baggage,  for  the  disinfection  of  railway  cars, 
freight,  express,  and  other  shipments,  and  for  the  cleaning  of  domestic  cars 
handling  Mexican  freight.  All  fees  collected  for  cleaning  and  disinfecting 
railway  cars  are  deposited  in  the  United  States  Treasury  as  miscellaneous 
receipts. 

The  inspectors  concerned  in  the  enforcement  of  these  regulations  at  border 
points  are  charged  also  with  enforcement  of  restrictions  on  the  entry  of  plants 
and  plant  products  under  various  foreign  plant  quarantines. 

Rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  governing  the  inspection 
and  certification  of  plants  and  plant  products  offered  for  export  to  meet  the 
sanitary  requirements  of  foreign  countries. — These  rules  and  regulations  were 
promulgated  August  9,  1926,  pursuant  to  authority  given  in  the  appropriation 
act  for  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  1927. 
They  provide  for  the  inspection  and  certification  of  fruits,  vegetables,  nursery 
stock,  and  other  plants  and  plant  products  intended  for  export  to  countries 
requiring  such  certification.  All  fees  collected  for  this  service  are  deposited  in 
the  United  States  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts.

The  quarantines  on  account  of  the  Japanese  beetle,  the  European  corn  borer, 
the  gipsy  and  brown-tail  moths,  the  satin  moth,  and  the  Mediterranean  fruit 
fly  are  being  enforced  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology,  as  agents  of  the  Federal 
Horticult,ural  Board.  A  similar  situation  exists  with  respect  to  the  blister  rust 
and  black-stem  rust  quarantines,  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  enforcing  these 
quarantines  in  cooperation  with,  and  as  agents  of,  the  Federal  Horticultural 
Board.
